A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 6.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
After reviewing applicant's amendment and conducting an updated search none 
of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed laser system having 
the limitations of independent claims 8,19,20, where a laser tube has a pair of 
waveguides, which are connected via a slit-shape gap formed along a lengthwise

direction allowing the electromagnetic wave to propagate from one chamber to the other 
and causing plasma to generate in the slit-shaped gap. 

The closest cited reference to Ohmi et al (PN 6,331 ,994) discloses a similar 
arrangement of the laser tube, but provides a dielectric member buried in the slot, which 
would prevent the slot from generating plasma.
